CARS ON FIRE ADD TO HORROR 
OF ACCIDtNI 


Death List May Be Swelled as Many of the Injured 


Were Pinioned in Flaming; Wreckage—Two Hours 


Before First Body Was Found—Two Engines 


Were Completely Telescoped—Dead En- 


gineer of Passenger Remained at Post. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 13.—At least sixteen persons 


were killed and fifteen seriously injured at three o'clock 
this morning when an inbound C., H. and D. passenger 
train ran into an open switch and crashed "head-on" 
into a freight train at Irviagton, a suburb. The train 
was coming from Cincinnati at the rate of forty miles an 
hour.Fifteen, seriously injured, were taken to the Dea- 
coness Hospital in this city. 
The wreck caught fire, but was put out before any 


damage was done. 
Most of the dead were found in the wreckage of the 
first car, which telescoped the baggage car. The engi- 
neer of the passenger train was found in the wreck, but 
the engineer of the freight escaped by jumping. 
. Firemen and police worked at the wreck two hours 


before the first body was found. 
, 
Holes were chopped in the tops of the cars and the 


injured supplied with water for which they cried piti-

They reared up 
when they came together and were 
so wrecked that it was not until 
after daylight that the body of t'tic 
dead engineer on the passenger train 
was found in the cab 
He remaine-i 


trying to bring his train to a halt, 


~The baggage car was badly shat- 
tered, but the two passenger coaches 
just behind looked more like a pi'c 
of kindling wood. They were com- 
pletely telescoped. The entrance be- 
tween the cars was so jammed tKat 
holes had to be cut in the sides and 
tops to take out the dead and in- 
jured. 
The heavy tender of one of the lo- 


comotives was throw onto the main 
crack by the impact. The freight cars 
a-ere not r.parl> so badly damaged 
The heavy freight -wts standing still 
and withstood the impact better. 
Albert Seed, of Louisville, passen- 


ger, told of his remarkable escape, 
"l was awake," said Seed. "I felt 
chilly and was ptitirng on my over- 
coat when sudden'y I-heard a crash 
and the nest thing I knew I was sit- 
ting beside the wrecked 
train. 
I 


could hear men and women crying 
for help and with the help of others 
found an axe. and chopped a hole 
in the side of the car."

GIRL SHOOTS MOTHER 


ON PASSENGER TRAIN; 
TOOK HER FOR BURGLAR 


Young Woman in Statement to Police 
Said She Dreamed Someone Was Try- 


ing to Enter Her Berth When 


Sbe Fired 


DAUGHTER IS HELD PENDING AN INVESTIGATION 


Traveling Man Also Held Claims He Only Tendered His 


Services After the Shooting—Element of Mystery 


Injected Into the Tragedy by Contradictory 


Statement—Girl is Hysterical. 


Philadelphia, Xov. 13.—Mistaking 
her mother for a robber. Miss Gladys 
Myers shot and fatally injured her 
early today on a Pennsylvania rail- 
road express train, as it was speed- 
ing past Bristol, Pa., about 25 miles 
north of Philadelphia. The train did 
not stop, but continued on to Tren- 
ton, where the injured woman was 
rushed to a hospital, 
where she 
died. 


The dead woman was Mrs. Eliza- 


beth Myers, and her home is believ- 
ed to have been in Xew York. She 
was traveling from Saleni. Va., to 
that city, and her ticket was pur- 
chased at Lynchburg. The daughter 
and a passenger on the train, named 
JL E. Cuthbert, who says his home 
is in Lynchburg, were held by 
the 


Trenton authorities pending an in- 
vestigation of the circumstances sur- 
rounding the shooting. 


Miss Myers was so hysterical ov- 
er the affair that she could scarcely 
tell a connected story. 


An element of mystery has been 
injected into the tragedy because of 
contradictory statements by 
Cuth- 


bert and Miss Myers. Cuthbert says 
he did not know the mother 
and 


daughter and only volunteered 
his 
services to them after the shooting. 
Miss Myers is said to have told the 
Trenton police that Cuthbert was 
traveling with herself and mother. 


According to the Trenton 
police, 


Miss Myers said that while lying in 
her berth she heard a noise as if 
someone 
"was climbing into 
her 


berth. 
Believing that she was in 


danger from an intruder, she fired. 
Her mother, 
who was ' returning 


from the woman's retiring room, re- 
ceived the bullet- 


It was learned that Miss Myers 


told the hospital authorities that the 
porter on the sleeping car had taken 
the revolver from her. 


In a statement to the police, Cuth- 


bert said that his 
home -was 
in 


Lynchburg and that he happened to 
be traveling in the car behind that 
occupied by Mrs. 
Myers and 
her 


daughter. 
"As the train approach- 


ed the bridge across the Delaware 
River, south of Trenton," he is re- 
ported to have said, "I -went to the 
front platform of my car, intending 
to step off the train for a few min- 


utes when the train 
stopped 
at 
Trenton. 


'•I believe the shooting was acci- 


dental. As the train passed through, 
the village of Croyden, Pa., at 5:30 
o'clock. I heard tne noise of a shot 
in the car ahead. I quickly opened 
the door and saw Mrs. Myers lying 
in the aisle in her night dress. Her 
daughter was standing beside her, 
shrieking, and in great distress. 
" 'Shot my mother! Get a doctor-' 
she called. She was hysterical and 
we had trouble in getting her quiet- 
ed. Miss Myers told me she dream- 
ed a burglar was pulling aside the 
curtain of her berth and that she 
reached under the pillow to get the 
revolver and shot her mother." 
It seems that 
Mrs. Myers was 


about to enter the berth at the mo- 
ment her daughter dreamed she saw 
a burglar in the aisle. Miss Myers 
said she was startled and fired be- 
fore she was fully awake. 


Cuthbert said he was thoroughly 


convinced from Miss 
Myers' state- 


ment and from the actions of the 
mother that the shooting: was as the 
daughter had stated. The mother 
was conscious ,but conld only mat- 
ter. She understood all that was be- 
ing said and gave a nodding- assent 
when the daughter pleaded for for- 
si\ eness.

STORY OF WRONGED 


GIRL BRINGS TEARS 


TO EYES OF JURORS 


Columbus, Xov. 
13,—That Alvin 


E. Zollinger, advertising 
solicitor, 


who was shot and killed in a city 
park here last May, met death 
through accidental shooting and not 
at the hands of Miss Cecelia Farley, 
state house stenographer, who is on 
trial charged with first degree mur- 
der, was the statement made to the 
jury today in criminal court by at- 
torneys for the defense. The girl's 
attorneys asked the jury to disre- 
gard the confession which Miss Far- 
ley made of the shooting at the time 
of her arrest. 


They said she had confessed 
to 


having committed murder to save the 
man she was to have married from 
being charged with the murder. 


Tears shone in the 
eyes of 
the 


jurors when the girl's attorneys told 
of how. several years ago. she had 
met Zollinger. a married man, with 
a family, in a public dance hall, of 
how the advertising solicitor 
had 


paid her attentions, and finally, of 
how he wronged her. 


The defense told of how Miss Far- 


ley did not know that Zollinger was 
married for more than two years, 
and of how she begged him to re- 
turn to his family when she 
did 
learn. 


Other men attempted to pay at- 


tentions to Miss Farley, according to 
the defense's story, but Zollinger ob- 
iected, and beat up one admirer so 
badly that he was confined to a hos- 
pital. 


Miss Farley 
then met 
Jerome 


Quigley. a hotel clerk, and fell 
in 


love with him. 
Qnigley asked her 
to marry him, but she refused be- 
cause of her past intimate relations 
with Zollinger. 


Then Quigley learned the truth, 
and fell more in love with Miss Far- 
ley, and they 
were soon engaged. 


Several times Zollinger threatened 
to shoot both Miss Farley and Quig- 
ley if he ever found them together, 
according to the statement of 
the 
jurors, and several times Miss Far- 
ley took revolvers away from him. 


One morning Zollinger called tip the 


state office in which M>ss Farley was 
employed and told her that be wanted 
to talk to her about her engagement 
with Quigley. Miss Farley telephoned 
to Qnigley that she was going to a 
*>ark with Zollinger and 
that she 


Canted him to meet them there. 


Zollinger there told her that "be 


would secure a divorce and marry her 
if she would let him. Miss Farley re~ 
°used, according to the statement of
